CHICAGO, June 6.—Instead of en­ 
deavoring to aid the "packers in solv­ 
ing problems of distribution and im­ 
proving their ability to serve the pub­ 
lic, the 
government 
is 
lending a 
thoughtful ear to those who decry big 
business,” F. Edison White, presi­ 
dent of Armour and Company, declar­ 
ed In an address prepared for deliv­ 
ery today at the weekly meeting of 
the Chicago Chamber of Commerce. 
"It would seem that the relationship 
between business and the nation’s 
prosperity Is so apparent that only 
the feeble minded would fight busi­ 
ness,” he said. 
"Business, however, 
Is the larger for a great many men 
who are quite the reverse from being 
feeble minded, men who are strong 
minded to the point of being asinine. 
"There exists In our country a class 
of shortsighted and long haired in­ 
dividuals who seem to feel that they 
were created especially to combat 
anything that savors of business and 
the bigger the 
business, the more 
zeal they show in fighting it. 
This 
bunch of strong minded zealots has 
actually succeeded in making a great 
many people feel that big business 
is a thing to be feared. 
"The spectre of monopoly is the 
bogey man that they hold up before 
a frightened public. To this class of 
agitators, monopoly is the last word I 
in all that is damnable. They paint 
a horrible picture of the woes and « 
trials and 
tribulations 
that wrould 
come upon the public if ‘big business’ 
should get an unduly Urge percent­ 
age of the trade in any commodity. | 
They ignore facts as to the benefits 
of big volumes and blind their eyes
